They should then be placed 
out of doors in a shaded place and al- 
lowed to become frozen, or they may be 
placed in a refrigerator and frozen arti- 
ficially. While it is not absolutely nec- 
essary that they should be subjected to 
frost, yet it materially helps in their 
quick flowering. The pots can be 
brought indoors as wanted, and if frozen 
should be thawed out slowly, after 
which they may be put in a shaded 
place in a temperature of about 70 de- 
grees, and when the spikes are three to 
four inches high they may be brought 
to where they are to perfect their flow- 
ers. The entire operation from the 
time of bringing them indoors until in 
flower does not take over a month. By 
having a number of pots and bringing 
in at intervals, a continuous display 
ean be had throughout the winter and 
spring months.
